IV. More Scientific Evidence of Our 
Bible’s Reliability 


Modern medicine is one of sev- 


eral branches of science to which 
there are remarkable references 
in Scripture. It is not too much to 
sav that if the writings of Moses 


had been studied during the past 
centuries, many of the plagues 
which have swept through the 
world might have been prevented. 

The quarantine of contagious 
diseases was established in Israel 
as one of the basic rules of health. 
Leviticus 13:46 required of ev- 
ery leper, “All the days wherein 
the plague shall be in him he 
shall be defiled; he is unclean: 
he shall dwell alone; without the 
camp shall his habitation be.” Un- 
clean garments were to be burned. 


Contaminated houses were to be 
destroyed. Washing in clean wa- 
ter was frequently required, An 
earthen vessel which might re- 


tain contagion had to be broken. 
Refuse was always buried in the 
ground. 

It has not been many years 
since doctors and nurses began 
wearing masks over their mouths 
where there is any danger of 
contagion, but the breath of in- 
fection was guarded against in 
Israel, Every leper was required 
to obey God's law—‘He shall put 
@ covering upon his upper lip, 
and shall cry, Unclean, unclean” 
(Lev. 13:45). Surgeons regard 
these sanitary provisions as most 
remarkable in Moses’ day, thou- 
sands of years before the presence 
of invisible germ life was de- 
monstrated by Pasteur. 

There incidental references 
of interest to doctors in the Scrip- 
tures, Psychiatry agrees with the 
proverb, “A tranquil mind is the 
life of the flesh.” Psychologists 
recognize the truth of such ver- 
ses_as, “A merry heart doeth 
good like a medicine; but a brok- 
en spirit drieth the bones”; ‘The 
‘sleep. of the labouring man is 
sweet.”’ We read in the Word that 
alcohol injurious and _habit- 
forming, and that immorality 
brings physical ruin. George Wash- 
ington died after being bled for 
a cold. Today, lives are saved 
by blood transfusions. “The life of

the flesh is in the blood” (Lev. 17: 
11). 
Sir James Simpson, discoverer 


of the value of chloroform as an 
anaesthetic in the year 1847, gave 
Genesis 2:21 as the basis of his 


discovery, He had read that God 
caused a deep sleep to fall upon 
Adam in the first surgical opera- 
tion in history, 

One of the best-loved old books 
on Christian evidences is called 
The Cause and Cure of Infidelity, 
by Dr. David Nelson, still in print 
after a hundred years. It contains 
a record of the observations of an 
unbelieving physician at death- 
beds over a period of some twenty 
years. He collected data which 
proved to him that dying Chris- 
tians sometimes have a preview 
of Glory and celestial beauty, while 
unbelievers face something they 


contemplate with horror, some- 
thing so terrible that the doctor 
said he “had looked into counte- 
nances such as I hope never to see 


again.’ These experiences ultimate- 
ly brought him into a saving} 
knowledge of Christ. |

The Scripture says, “Prove all 
things; hold fast that which is 
good.”

Take the Bible and chemistry as 
an illustration, During a famous 
trial in the state of Tennessee 
many years ago, atheist Clarence 
Darrow asked Bible-believing Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan whether God 
made man out of mud. The ques- 
tion was asked with a sneer, as 
though the teaching of Scripture 
was the height of absurdity. 

In Genesis 2:7 it is written, “And 
the Lord God formed man of the 
dust of the ground.” The verse 
might have appeared less ridiculous 
to Mr. Darrow if he had been 
well informed about modern 
chemical research. The statement 
in Genesis was verified when it 
was discovered that the same six- 
teen or seventeen elements found 
in the dust of the earth’s surface 
are the very elements out of which 
a man’s body is formed.

Even the enemies of God’s Word 
admit the truth of the scriptural 
revelation that all the human race 
descended from one pair. Huxley 
wrote: “There is no evidence what- 
ever for saying that mankind 
sprang originally from any more 
than a single pair.” Darwin had 
te acknowledge the same truth. 

Sometimes we are told that the 
Scriptures err in limiting the age 
of the earth to six thousand 
years. It is enough to point out 
that the Bible does not make any 
such claim, The dates in our Bi- 
bles are the work of James Ussher. 
a Protestant archbishop who died 
in 1656. They are a convenience, 
but no one considers them to be 
accurate. 

Just a word about the field of 
geology. During the past fifty 
years there has been an increasing 
demonstration of the historical 
truth about the flood in the Bi- 
ble, It is well known that stories 
of a universal flood were widely 
dispersed throughout every con- 
tinent and the islands of the Paci- 
fic. Some of them bear a close 
resemblance to the Genesis ac- 
count. Such a flood is the key to 
facts of nature otherwise difficult 
to explain. Only in terms of such a 
cataclysm can we understand im- 
portant facts about fossils, or cer- 
tain surface features of the earth. 

Around the continents are the 
remains of old shore lines where 
the ocean once stood. Nearly one 
quarter of the land surface of the 
globe drains into interior basins 


the highest 


where shrunken lakes are found. 


Salt Lake in our western United 
States is an example. All over the 
world are fossilized shoals of. fish 
that speak of a sudden great catas- 
trophe. Rocks are saturated for 
miles with oil from living creatures 
that perished suddenly in the dis- 
tant past. 

Great caves of fossils have been 
discovered throughout parts of 
Europe. In Siberia and elsewhere 
were found the bones of lions, Ox- 
en and deer, which apparently 
had been overtaken and destroyed 
by rushing waters. Mud had been 
driven into their broken bones, and 
gravel into their skulls by terrific 
water pressure, 

Dupont, one geologist, said of 
such a find, ““‘The bones of thirteen 


' human skeletons were in inexpres- 


sible disorder. It was unanimously 
admitted thatethey had been min- 
gled with the stones and earth by 
a great inundation.” 


Many such bones are found in 
elevations or high hills along coast. 
lands. Above the plain of Palermo 
in the island of Sicily is a Cae. 
vern filled with the bones of hip- 
popotamuses, so vast in quantity 
that tons have been shipped for 
commercial purposes. 


Prestwich, a great authority on 
geology in England at the end of 
the last century, made the state- 
ment, “As the area became more 
and more circumscribed, the ani- 
mals must have thronged together 
in vast multitudes, crushing into 
the more accessible caves and 
swarming over the ground at their 
entrance, until overtaken by the 
waters and destroyed.” One could 
multiply such illustrations of the 
truth of the Word of God. 

There are only a few examples 
of an imposing array of facts 
which show that the Bible and 
true science agree, It could not 
be otherwise. God is the Author 
of the Bible and also the Creator 
of the world. His Word and His 
works must always be in agree- 
ment. 

Since His Word declares that 
we must be born again before 
we shall be able to see the king- 
dom of God, surely we ought to 
search our hearts to make cer- 
tain that we are children of God 
through faith in Jesus Christ,

He who boasts of being perfect 
is perfect in folly. I have been a 
good deal up and down the world. 
and I never did see either a 
perfect horse or a perfect man, 
and I never shall till two Sun- 
days come together. You cannot 
get white flour out of a coal sack, 
nor perfection out of human na- 
ture; he who looks for it had 
better look for sugar in the sea. 
The old saying is, “Lifeless, fault- 
less’: of dead men we should say 
nothing but good, but as for the 
living, they are all tarred more or 
less with the black brush, and half 
an eye can see it. Every head 
has a soft place in it, and every 
heart has its black drop. Every 
rose has its prickles, and every 
day its night. Even the sun shows 
spots, and the skies are darkened 
with clouds. 

Nobody is so wise but he has 
folly enough to stock a stall at 
Vanity Fair. Where I could not 
see the fool’s-cap, I have never- 
theless heard the bells jingle. As 
there is no sunshine without some 
shadows, so is all human good mix- 
ed up with more or less of evil; 
even poor law guardians have their 
little failings, and parish beadles 


are not wholly of heavenly na- 
ture. The best wine has its lees. 
| All men’s faults are not written 
on their foreheads, and it’s quite 
as well they are not, or hats would 
need very wide brims, yet, as 
sure as eggs are eggs, faults of 
some sort nestle in every bosom. 

There’s no telling when a man’s 
sins may show themselves, for 
hares pop out of the ditch just 
when you are not looking for 
them. A horse that is weak in the 
legs may not stumble for a mile 
or two, but it is in him, and the 
rider had better hold him up well. 
The tabby cat is not lapping milk 
just now, but leave the dairy door 
open, and we will see if she is 
not as bad a thief as the kitten. 
There’s fire in the flint, cool as 
it looks: wait till the steel gets 
a knock at it, and you will see. 
Everybody can read that riddle, 
but it is not everybody that will 
remember to keep his gunpowder 
out of the way of the candle. 

If we would always recollect 
that we live among men who are 
imperfect, we should not be in 
such a fever when we find out 
our friends’ failings; what's rot- 
ten will rend, and cracked pots 
will leak. Blessed is he who ex- 
pects nothing of poor flesh and 
blood, for he shall never be disap- 
pointed. The best of men are men 
at the best, and the best wax 
will melt. 


It is a good horse that never stumbles. 
And a good wife that never grumbles. 


But surely such horses and wives 
are only found in the fool’s para- 
dise, where dumplings grow on 
trees. In this wicked world the 
straightest timber has knots in it, 
and the cleanest field of wheat has 
its share of weeds, The most care- 
ful driver one day upsets the cart, 
the cleverest cook spills a little 
broth, and as I know to my sor- 
row a very decent ploughman will 
now and then break the plough, 
and often make a crooked furrow. 
It is foolish to turn off a tried 
friend because of a failing or two, 
for you may get rid of a one- 
eyed nag and buy a blind one. 

Being all of us full of faults, we 
ought to keep two bears, and learn 
to bear and forbear with one an- 
other; since we all live in glass 
houses, we should none of us throw 
stones. Everybody laughs when the 
saucepan says to the kettle, “How 
black you are!” Other men’s im- 
perfections show us our imper- 
fections, for one sheep is much 
like another, and if there’s’ an 
apple in my neighbor’s eye, there 
is no doubt one in mine. We ought 
to use our neighbors as looking

I have no patience with those 
who poke their noses into every 
man's house to smell out his faults, 
and put on magnifying glasses to 
discover their neighbors’ flaws; 
such folks had better look at 
home, they might see the Devil 
where they little expected, What 
we wish to see we shall see. or 
think we see. Faults are always 
thick where love is thin. A white 
cow is all black if your eye chooses 
to make it so. If we sniff long 
enough at rose water, we shall 
find out that it has a bad smell. 
It would be a far more pleasant 
business—at least for other people 
—if fault hunters would turn their 
dogs to hunt out the good points 
in other folks; the game would 
pay better, and nobody would stand 
with a pitchfork to keep the hunts- 
men off his farm. 


As for our own faults, it would 
take a large slate to hold the 
account of them, but, thank God, 
we know where to take them, and 
how to get the better of them, 
With all our faults, God loves us 
still if we are trusting in His 
Son, therefore let us not be down. 
hearted, but hope to live and 
learn, and do some good service 
before we die. Though the cart 
creaks it will get home with its 
load, and the old horse, broken 
kneed as he is, will do a sight 
of work yet. There’s no use in lying 
down and doing nothing, because 
we cannot do everything as we 
should like. Faults or no faults, 
ploughing must be done, and ime 
perfect people must do it too, or 
there will be no harvest next 
year; bad ploughman as John may 
be, the angels won’t do his work 
for him, and so he is off to do it 
himself.

As most Sworp readers know, 
there are three of us Rice broth- 
ers serving the Lord as evangelists 
—John, Joe, and Bill, Although we 
are brothers, we do not resemble 
each other as far as looks are 
concerned.

But we do have a great deal in 
common, For one thing, all of us 
felt called of God to do the work 
of evangelists, and all three of 
us have stuck to it through the 
years. 


Every year there are hundreds 
of preachers who enter the revival 
field only to become discouraged 
and quit after a year or so. And 
Joe has had his days of discourage- 
ment, too—times of sickness in the 
home, times of financial need, 
times when revivals just did not 
go right, etc. But. through the 
years, Joe has stuck to it.

When it was hot, he milked those 
cows. When it was cold, he milk- 
ed those cows. When he had the 
flu, he still got up in the early 
morning hours to milk those cows, 
and then would go back to bed 
until time to milk those cows 
in the evening! He has always 
been an extremely hard worker. 


It is the same in the ministry. 
Doubtless that is why he has been 
able to bless so many people in 
his revival ministry. He works at 
the job, He is not only a good 
preacher when he is in the pulpit,

but he is on the job all through 
the day, visiting from home to 
home. Incidentally, he is the best 
personal soul winner I have ever 
known. Many, many a pastor has 
been revived in heart himself as 
he heard Brother Joe deal with 
some backslidden Christian, or win 
some lost soul to Christ.

young spirits under his leadership 
feel that this is an innovation 
which they must strenuously re- 
sist. They agree to break up the 
meetings. A friend, however, with 
much difficulty persuades Chal- 
mers to attend the first meeting 
and judge for himself whether or 
not his project is a worthy one. 


“Tt was raining hard,” he says, 
in some autobiographical notes 
found among his treasures after 
the massacre, “it was raining 
hard, but I started; and on arriv- 
ing at the bottom of the stairs 
I listened whilst they sang, ‘All 
people that on earth do dwell’ to | 
the tune ‘Old Hundred,’ and > 
thought I had never heard such | 
singing before—so solemn, yet so| 
joyful. I ascended the steps and | 
entered. There was a large con-| 
gregation and all intensely in 
earnest. The younger of the evan- 
gelists was the first to speak. He 
announced as his text the words: 
‘The Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that heareth 
say, Come. And let him that is 
athirst come. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life free- 
ly” He spoke directly to me. I 
felt it much; but at the close I 
hurried away back to town. I re- 
turned the Bible to the friend who, 
having persuaded me to go, had 
lent it to me, but I was too upset 
to speak much to him.” 


On the following Sunday night, 
he was, he says, “pierced through 
and through, and felt lost beyond 
all hope of salvation,” On the 
Monday, the local minister, the 
Rev. Gilbert Meikle, who had exer- 
cised a deep influence over his 
early childhood, came to see him 
and assured him that the blood of 
Jesus Christ, God’s Son, could 
cleanse him from all sin. This 
timely visit convinced him that de- 
liverance was at any rate pos- 
sible. Gradually he came to feel 
that the voices to which he was 
listening were, in reality, the 
Voice of God. “Then,” he says, “I 
believed unto salvation.” 


‘He felt that the voices to 
which he was listening were, in 
reality, the Voice of God.’ That is 
precisely what the text says. “The 
Spirit and the bride say, Come.” 
The bride only says, “Come” be- 
cause the Spirit says, “Come”; 
the church only says, “Come” be- 
cause her Lord says, “Come”; the 
evangelists only said “Come” be- 
cause the Voice Divine § said 
“Come.” ‘He felt that the voices 
to which he was listening were, 
in reality, the Voice of God, and 
he believed unto salvation.’ 

The Spirit said, Come! 

The bride said, Come! 

Let him that is athirst come! 

‘I was athirst, says Chalmers, 
‘and I came!’ 


And thus a great text began, 
in a great soul, the manufacture 
of a great history.

Forty years later a thrill of 
horror electrified the world when 
the cables flashed from land to 
land the terrible tidings that 
James Chalmers, the most picture- 
sque and romantic figure in the 
religious life of his time, had 
been killed and eaten by the Fly 
River cannibals. It is the evening 
of Easter Sunday. It has for years 
been the dream of his life to navi- 
gate the Fly River and evangelize 
the villages along its banks. And 
now he is actually doing it at last. 
“He is away up the Fly River,” 
wrote Robert Louis Stevenson. “It 
is a desperate venture, but he is 
quite a Livingstone card!” Steven- 
son thought Chalmers all gold. “He 
is a rowdy, but he is a hero. You 
can’t weary me of that fellow. He 
is as big as a house and far big- 
ger than any church. He took me 
fairly by storm for the most at-

tractive, simple, brave and inter- 
esting man in the whole Pacific.” 


“I wonder,” Stevenson wrote to 
Mrs. Chalmers, “I wonder if even 
you know what it means to a man 
like me—a man fairly critical, a 
man of the world—to meet one 
who represents the essential, and 
who is so free from the formal, 
from the grimace.”’ But I disgress. 
As Stevenson says, Mr. Chalmers 
is away up the Fly River, a des- 
perate venture! But he is boist- 
erously happy about it, and at 
sunset on this Easter Sunday eve- 


‘ning they anchor off a populous 


settlement just round a bend of 
the river. The natives, coming off 
in their canoes, swarm onto the 
vessel. With some difficulty, Mr. 
Chalmers persuades them to leave 
the ship, promising them that he 


‘will himself visit them at day- 
i\break. The 


savages, bent on 
treachery and_ slaughter, pull 
ashore and quickly dispatch run- 
ners with messages to all the vil- 
‘lages around. When, early next 
morning, Mr. Chalmers lands, he 
is surprised at finding a vast as- 
semblage gathered to receive him. 
He is accompanied by Mr. ‘Tom- 
kins—his young colleague, not long 
out from England—and by a party 
of ten native Christians. They are 
told that a great feast has been 
prepared in their honor, and they 
are led to a large native house 
to partake of it. But, as he enters, 
Mr. Chalmers is felled from behind 
with a stone club, stabbed with a 
cassowary dagger, and instantly 
beheaded. Mr. Tomkins and the 
native Christians are similarly 
massacred, The villages around are 
soon the scenes of horrible canni- 
bal orgies, 


“T cannot believe it!” exclaimed 
Dr, Parker from the pulpit of the 
City Temple, on the day on which 
the tragic news reached England, 
“T cannot believe it! I do not want 
to believe it! Such a mystery of 
Providence makes it hard for our 
strained faith to recover itself. 
Yet Jesus was murdered. Paul was 
murdered. Many missionaries have 


been murdered. When I think of 
that side of the case, I cannot but 
feel that our honored and noble- 
minded friend has joined a great 
assembly. James Chalmers was one 
of the truly great missionaries of 
the world. He was, in all respects, 
a noble and kingly character.” 
And so it was whispered from lip 
to lip that James Chalmers, the 
Greatheart of New Guinea, was 
dead, dead, dead; although John 
Oxenham denied it. 


Greatheart is dead, they say! 
Greatheart is dead, they say! 
Nor dead, nor sleeping! He lives 
on! His name 
Shall kindle many a heart to 
equal flame; 
The fire he kindled shall burn 
on and on 
Till all the darkness of the lands 


And all the kingdoms of the 
earth be won, 
And one! 
A soul so fiery sweet can never die 
But lives and loves and works 
through all eternity. 


Yes, lives and loves and works! 
“There will be much to do in 
'Heaven,” he wrote to an old com- 
| rade in one of the last letters he 
| ever penned, “I guess I shall have 
good mission work to do; great, 
brave work for Christ! He will 
have to find it, for I can be noth- 
| ing else than a missionary!” And 
|so, perchance, James Chalmers is 
a missionary still!

Now, underlying this brave 
story of a noble life and a martyr- 
death is a great principle; and it 
is the principle that, if we look, 
we shall find embedded in the 
very heart of James Chalmers’ 
text. No law of life is more vital. 
Let us return to that evangelistic 
meeting held on that drenching 
night at Inverary, and let us catch 
once more those matchless cadenc- 
es that won the heart of Chal- 
mers! “The Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that hear- 
eth say, Come. And let him that is 
athirst come, And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life 
freely.”

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Come”! James Chalmers heard; he 
felt that he must say; that is the 
connecting link between the evan- 
gelistic meeting at Inverary and 
the triumph and tragedy of New 
Guinea. 


“Let him that heareth say’!— 
that is the principle embedded in 
the text. The soul’s exports must 
keep pace with the soul’s imports. 
What I have freely received, I 
must as freely give. The boons 
that have descended to me from a 
remote ancestry I must pass on 
with interest to a remote posteri- 
ty. The benedictions that my par- 
ents breathed on me must be con- 
ferred by me upon my children. 
“Let him that heareth say’! What 
comes into the City of Mansoul at 
Ear Gate must go out again at 
Lip Gate. The auditor of one day 
must become the orator of the 
next. It is a very ancient principle. 
‘He that reads,’ says the prophet, 
‘must run!’ ‘He that sees must 
spread!’ With those quick eyes of 
his, James Chalmers saw this at 
a glance. He recognized that the 
kingdom of Christ could be estab- 
lished in no other way, He saw 
that the Gospel could have been 
offered him on no other terms. 
What, therefore, he had with such 
wonder heard, he ‘began, with 
great delight, to proclaim. Al- 
most at once he accepted a Sun- 
day School class; the following 


year he began preaching in those

pressed it: 


“When we depend upon our money, our 
teaching, our education, our preaching, we 
get what these can do—and that is some- 
thing. But when we depend upon prayer 
we get what God can do—and what all of 
us need is what God can do!” 


E, M. Bound wrote: 


“We might go through the list of men 
who have mightily impressed the- world for 
God, and we would find them EARLY after 
God. A desire for God which cannot break 
the chains of sleep is a weak thing, and 
will do but little good. . . Spiritual work 
is taxing work and men are loath to do 
it. . . We can curtail our praying, and 


not realize the peril until the foundations 
are gone. Hurried devotions make weak 
faith, feeble convictions, questionable piety. 
To be little with God is to be little for God.” 


/ Again he declared: 


“Light praying will make light preaching. 
Prayer makes preaching strong, gives it 
unction, and makes it stick. In every min- 
istry weighty for good, prayer has always 
been a serious business .. . . The preacher — 
must, by prayer, put God in the sermon.” 


Adelaide Pollard wrote so sweet- 
ly and so accurately: 


There is a place where thou canst

And Chalmers, having 
heard, said “Come!” and said it 
with effect. Dr. Lawes speaks of 
one hundred and thirty mission 
stations which he established at 
New Guinea. And look at this! 
“On the first Sabbath in every 
month not less than three thou- 
sand men and women gather de- 
votedly round the table of the 
Lord, reverently commemorating 
the event which means so much 
to them and to all the world. 
Many of them were known to 
Chalmers as savages in feathers 
and warpaint. Now, clothed and 
in their right mind, the wild, sav- 
age look all gone, they form part 
of the body of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and are members -of His 
church, Many of the pastors who 
preside at the Lord's table bear 
on their breast the tattoo marks 
that indicate that their spears had 
geen imbrued with human blood. 
Now sixty-four of them, thanks to 
Mr. Chalmers’ influence, are 
teachers, preachers and mission- 
aries.” 


They, too, having listened, pro- 
claim; having received, give; hav- 
ing heard, say; having been audi- 
tors, have now become orators. 
They have read and therefore they 
run. Having believed with the 
heart, they therefore confess with 
the mouth, This is not only a law 
of life; it is the law of the life 
everlasting. It is only by loyalty 
to this golden rule, on the part 
of all who hear the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come, that the king- 
doms of this world can become 
the kingdoms of our God and of 
His Christ. It is the secret of 
world-conquest; and, besides it, 
there is no other.

As soon as he is but a 
speck on the horizon, one of the 
Arabs mounts his camel and sets 
off in the direction that the liber- 
ated animal has taken. When, in 
his turn, he is scarcely distinguish- 
able, another Arab mounts and fol- 
lows. When the loose camel dis- 
covers water, the first Arab turns 
and waves to the second; the sec- 
ond to the third, and so on, until 
all the members of the party are 
gathered at the satisfying spring. 
As each man sees the beckoning 
hand, he turns and beckons to the 
man behind him. He that sees, sig- 
nals: he that hears, utters. It is 
the law of the life everlasting; it 
is the fundamental principle of 
James Chalmers’ text and of 
James Chalmers’ life.

Come! And he esteemed it a privi- 
lege beyond all price to be per- 
mitted to make the abodes of 
barbarism and the habitations of 
cruelty re-echo the matchless mu- 
sic of that mighty monosyllable.

O Soul, it is the secret place of 
prayer, 


Remember that a minister’s suc- 
cess depends not on -how well he 


prays in public, but how well heTtull 


prays in private. The Sunday 
morning “pastoral prayer’ may be 
important, but the continual 
nights of crying to God are “all- 
important!” 

An all-night prayer meeting 
will help the discouraged, defeated, 
down-trodden pastor far more 
than a recommendation to a new 
church. Where today are the men 
who endeavor to “pray without 
ceasing” (I Thess, 5:17)? Have we 
forgotten the Saviour’s statement 
that preachers “ought always to 
pray, and not to faint” (Luke 18:- 
1) or be discouraged? Do our 


modern ministers minimize the 
truth that rests on the word of 
Christ, “What things soever ye 


desire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them” (Mark 11:24)? 

The fact remains that Elijah’s 
God still lives today awaiting the 
earnest prayer of a believing heart. 
He is the One “able to do exceed- 
ing abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us” (Eph. 


3:20). Oh, beloved brethren, let us 


claim our rightful inheritance as 
“kings and priests unto God” (Rev. 


1:6) by going “boldly unto the 


throne of grace, that we may ob- 


tain mercy, and find grace to help 


in time of need” (Heb. 4:16). 


Prepared in Bible Study 


But the preparation of prayer 
needs to be united with prepara- 
tion in Bible study. Just as prayer 
is your talking to God, so Bible 
study is God’s talking to you. No 
one in this world needs to let God 


talk to him more than the minister 
of the Gospel. 

The famous Spurgeon was in his 
study one day when he noticed a 
man coming to the pump on the 
town square with an old-fashioned 
yoke and two buckets to get water. 
Shortly afterward he noted the 
same man returned for two more 
buckets of water. Again 
and again the man returned and 
Spurgeon concluded to himself, 
“That man must be drawing wa- 
ter for others, He would never 
need that much for himself alone.” 


That is a truth preachers need 
to grasp relative to their own ap- 
proaching the well of water which 
is the Word of God. The man who 
draws it for others will have to 
come much more frequently than 
the man who is merely getting it 
for himself. The faithful minister 
must come to the Book again and 
again and again in the course of a 
single week if he is to have abund- 
ant fresh living water for his hear- 
ers on the Lord’s Day. 


“Search the scriptures” (John 
2:39) is still the Saviour’s in- 
sistent injunction for His servants 
in the twentieth century. Our be- 
loved dean at the Baptist Bible 
Seminary, the. late Emory H. 
Bancroft, used to tell us again and 
again, “Young men, wallow in the 
Word; wallow in the Word!” John 
Wesley said, “Be a man of one 
Book!” He simply meant that we 
should saturate ourselves with it! 


The man who meditates much in 
the Word of God will find the 
“preach” in him whereas before 
it might have been lacking. Jere- 
miah 20:9 records the cry of the 
weeping prophet who had, in a 
weak moment of mad despair, de- 


Dr. R. A. Torrey well said: 


“Oh, you may talk about power; but, 
if you neglect the one Book that God has 
given you as the one instrument through 
which He imparts and exercises His power, 
you will not have it. You may read many 
books and go to many conventions and 
you may have all-night prayer meetings 
to pray for the power of the Holy Ghost; 
but unless you keep in constant and close 
association with the one Book, the Bible, 
you will not have power. And if you ever 
had power, you will not maintain it except 
by the daily, earnest, intense study of that 
Book. NINETY-NINE CHRISTIANS IN EVERY 
HUNDRED ARE MERELY PLAYING AT BIBLE 
STUDY; AND THEREFORE NINETY-NINE CHRIS- 
TIANS IN EVERY HUNDRED ARE MERE WEAK- 
LINGS, WHEN THEY MIGHT BE GIANTS, BOTH 
IN THEIR CHRISTIAN LIFE AND IN THEIR 
SERVICE.” 


I hope that if you haven't al- 
ready read and re-read that little 
10ec Moody Press booklet by Dr. 
Torrey (from which the above 
quotation was taken), Why God 
Used D. L. Moody, you will quickly 
obtain a copy and carefully study 
it. Torrey’s third reason for 
Moody’s greatness was that he was 
“A Deep and Practical Student of 
the Bible.” Attributing Moody's 
immense crowds to his thorough 
and practical knowledge of the 
Bible, Torrey listed a number of 


illustrations, For example, on 
“Chicago Day” at the World's 
Fair, when even the _ theaters 


closed down because everyone was 
expected to be at the Fair grounds, 
Moody ordered the large Central 
Music Hall engaged for continuous 
services from 9 a. m. until 6 p. m. 
They did as he instructed—al- 


clared he would “not make men- 
tion of him, nor speak any more 
in his name.” But Jeremiah dis- 
covered that “his word was in 
mine heart as a burning fire shut 
up in my bones, and I was weary 
with forbearing, and I could not 
stay.’ In other words, 
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said that the Word of God was 
such a fire in his bosom that he 
could no longer contain himself: 


likewise, preacher brother! 


I am afraid there are too many 
preachers today, unlike Jeremiah, 
who can “take it or leave it alone.” 
If they have a gold-plated op- 
portunity to preach, they will. But 
if that opportunity doesn’t come 
knocking on their door, it is just 
as convenient for them not to 
preach. There are too few with 
such fire in their bones that they 
must preach! 


Let me give you a _ personal 
illustration about this very matter, 
some time ago Dr. Rice very 
highly honored me with the ap- 
pointment as Associate Editor of 
THE SWORD OF THE LorpD. Our fel- 
lowship and association was very 
sweet indeed and I came to ad- 
mire and respect his convictions 
and his ministry even more than 
I had from afar. Everything about 
my work with him was satis- 
factory except for one thing: the 
job compelled me to be behind a 
desk at least three-fourths of the 
time and I preached only occasion- 
ally. 


The fire of God burned so 
furiously in my heart that after 
only about nine months I was com- 
pelled to beg him to release me so 
that I could return again to the 
field of full-time evangelism. I 
have to preach! I cannot contain 
myself in this matter any more 
than could the weeping prophet, 
Jeremiah, although I do not mean 
to put myself in his class. 


Let the Word of God kindle a 
fire in your heart! Read it; study 
it; pray over it; memorize it; 
preach it! Luke 24:32 tells us 
that the two on the road to Em- 
maus, after the Lord had left 
them, said one to another: “Did 
not our heart burn within us, 
while he talked with us by the 
way, and while he opened to us the 
scriptures?” 


The two disciples had a spiritual 
heartburn. Why? Because the Lord 
had as they said, “opened... the 
scriptures!” And, thank God, 
preachers today can get the same 
kind of heartburn by letting God 
open to them the same Scriptures! 


Will you not pray with the 
psalmist as you open the Book: 
“Open thou mine eyes, that I may 
behold wondrous things out of thy 
law” Ps. 119:18)?. Remember 
that the Holy Spirit of God wrote 
the Holy Bible and only He can 
rightly reveal its wondrous truths 
to our hearts and minds,

he had to preach! Go thou and do | 


'though everyone else believed it 
would be a total failure—and Tor- 
|rey said that when he went to 
'the building at noon to speak, the 
‘crowds were jammed so tightly 
| around the front that he was 
'compelled to climb in a back win- 
dow in order to reach the pulpit! 
The last time Moody visited 
Chicago was when the ministers 
of the city sent an invitation to 
him at Cincinnati, begging him to 
return for a meeting. His reply 
was that he would come only if 
they engaged the largest audi- 
torium in the city and held meet- 
ings only at 10 a. m. and 3 p. m., 
lest he interfere with the regular 
work of the established churches. 
The pleas of both ministers and 
businessmen failed to daunt him. 
Even Marshall Field, the business 
king of the city, tried to dissuade 
him—to no avail. Predicting fail- 
‘ure, the ministers did as Moody 
commanded and the meeting be- 
gan. Torrey said that when he 
went down to the Auditorium on 
the first morning he found a line 
of people several blocks long wait- 
‘ing to get in. Twenty policemen 
i'were there to handle the crowds 
i but they were swept off their feet 
iby the rushing, milling throng. 
Eight thousand people jammed 
the building before they could 
close the doors and another eight 
thousand were left outside. 
During the World’s Fair men- 
tioned earlier, Moody consistently 
drew great multitudes to hear him 
preach, On one occasion, the Fair’s 
famous World’s Congress of Re- 
ligions had asked a very gifted 
man of letters from the East to 
address the Congress. He consider- 
ed it the honor of a lifetime and 
immediately went to work on his 
paper, After rewriting it several 
times he sent it to some select 
friends for criticism and sugges- 
tions. When they returned it he 
rewrote it again, using the sug- 
gestions they made which seemed 
wise, then sent it on another round 
for further criticism. Then he 
wrote it a final time ahd anxious- 
ly awaited the hour of its delivery. 


When the day came, he waited 


the exact hour struck, then proud- 
ly’ marched to the pulpit to face 
a “multitude” of eleven women 
and two men! But there was not 
an auditorium in Chicago that 
same day which could hold the 
crowds who would flock to hear 
Moody at any hour, day or night. 


Torrey’s wise conclusion was: 


“Oh, men and women, if you wish to 
get an audience and wish to do that audi- 
ence some good after you get them, STUDY, 
‘study. STUDY the one Book, and PREACH, 
preach, PREACH the one book, and TEACH 
teach, TEACH the one Book, the Bible, the 
only Book that contains God’s Word, and 
the only Book that has power to. gather

and hold and bless the crowds for any 
great length of time.” 


The man they called the Moody 
of China, Evangelist Leland Wong, 
said he read three Psalms, one 
chapter of Proverbs, and ten chap- 
ters elsewhere in the Bible, every 
single day of the year. That way 
he read through the Psalms_and 
Proverbs every month and through 
the entire Bible three times a 
year. He said that he learned to 
talk to God in the Psalms and how 
to talk to men in Proverbs. That's 
mighty sound advice and a most 
practical habit for anyone to culti- 
vate, 


Oh, brethren, search the Scrip- 
tures! 


Prepared in Research 


I will never forget the impres- 
sion made on my mind during one 
of the first revival meetings I ever 
conducted. One day the pastor con- 
fided to me about his ministerial 
problems and made the statement 
that he often decided what he was 
going to use for a text on the way 
from the parsonage to the church 
next door. Then he went to the 
pulpit, picked out a few songs 


| hit-or-miss, opened his Bible, and 


“preached.” 


That troubled me! In those days 
I spent at least two days in earnest 
preparation on a single sermon, 
and sometimes considerably more. 
In some cases I have spent literal- 
ly months in research on a single 
message. Often I begin collecting 
notes on a theme weeks before 
the actual preparation and detailed 
outlining. I figured that I must 
be awfully “dumb” and he must be 
awfully “smart.” But when his 
deacons “waited on him” a few 
weeks later for his resignation I 
decided that perhaps he was the 
dumb one, not I. 


How often the words of the lit- 
tle boy are true about preachers! 
The boy I am thinking of was ob- 
serving the pastor carefully during 
Sunday dinner at his home, He 
closely watched ‘as the parson took 
a very generous helping of green 
beans. Intently continuing to 
watch until the minister took his 
first mouthful, the little lad ex- 
claimed, “Daddy, Daddy, he took 
some beans; he took some beans! 
You said he didn’t know beans, 
and he does!” 

That slacker who stands behind 
his pulpit with a hurriedly-thrown- 
together outline, in my humble 
estimation, is worthy of the “hee 
doesn’t-know-beans” accusation, 
And he'll prove it to his people, 
too! 

Bishop Chandler of Atlanta used 
to tell of a worldly minister in 
Philadelphia who spent the great 
majority of his time following the 
hounds after foxes. One day a 
pious old Quaker decided to call 
his hand and said, “Friend, I 
understand that thou art clever in 
fox-catching.” 


With a proud gleam in his eye 
the parson replied, “I have few 
equals and no superiors in that 
field, sir.” 

“But,” said the Quaker, “if I 
was a fox I would hide where thee 
would never discover me.” 

“Where would that be?” frown- 
ed the derelict preacher. 

“Oh, Friend,” said the Quaker, 
“T would hide me in thy study!” 

I am strongly suspicious that the 
fox-hunting preacher from the

mental ranks. 
Don't be afraid to study and ex- 


pend considerable time in research | 


for your messages. So important is 
this that the early 
ordered deacons appointed to at- 
tend to other matters while “we 
will give ourselves continually to 
prayer, and to the ministry of the 
word” (Acts 6:4). 

We are fortunate men indeed to 
live in such a day of abundant 
books at inexpensive prices. We 
can get years of other men’s study 
and research in capsule form; the 
works of the greatest scholars of 
all times. Holy men of God spent 


years getting something for you to | 


read in hours. Shame on that lazy 
minister who fails to avail him- 
self of such research. 

The late T. T. Shields of Toronto 
said: 


“Perhaps | am not a very good judge, 


ministers | 


“O fools, and slow of heart to be- 
lieve all that the prophets have 
spoken” (Luke 24:25). A minister 
is a fool who does not believe the 
plain instruction that power comes 
only after anointing. That preach- 
er is a fool, in the language of the 
Lord Himself, who ignores the 
positive command to “be filled 
with the Spirit”! 

Would it be foolish to walk 
from New York to Los Angeles, 
taking painful months to do so, if 
an American Air Lines DC-7 were 
available to take you in a matter 
of hours? Not any more so than 
spending years to see the results 
of an unanointed ministry which 
could have been accomplished in 
months through the power of God! 

Would it be foolish to tunnel 
|a mountain with pick and shovel 
if bulldozers and steam shovels 


‘it would be no more ridiculous | 


than the actions of a servant of 
|God using the pick and shovel of 
i|his own talents and personality 


al witness lacked anointing. Oh, 
the tragedy of the servant who 
longs to do God's will in soul 
winning, but fails’ because he is 
“out of touch.” No wonder. the 
lord of the vineyard cries: “Cut 
it down; why cumbereth it the 
ground?” (Luke 13:7). 


How to Have Fullness of Power 


Would you really like to have 
fullness of power and get the most 
out of your ministry? You can if 
you mean business for God! He 
has promised, “For I will pour 
water upon him that is thirsty, 
and floods upon the dry ground: 
I will pour my Spirit upon thy 
seed, and my blessing upon thine 


were available? Again I say that} 


offspring” (Isa. 44:3). Blessed be 
our God, He is willing, anxious 
‘to pour water on all who are 
‘thirsty, to pour His Spirit upon 
| those who long to be filled. Can 


‘you honestly cry from your heart, 


“Oh, for that flame of living fire 
Which shone so bright im saints 
| of old’? 


| Cleanliness of life is one re- 
‘quirement for His fullness. God 
‘will not fill a dirty vessel, as He 


but according to my standards at least, | when the power of God is available | plainly declared in Isaiah 52:11, 


preaching is a lost art. We have plenty 
of hysterically emotional entertainers, any 
number of prophetic speculators, who know 
much more than what is written; but not 
many sane, solid expositors of the Word 
of God.” 


Why? The average preacher is 
too lazy to really study! 

We cheat our congregations, 
disgrace ourselves, and belittle 
our Lord when we fail to ade- 
quately prepare before entering 
the pulpit. “My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be” (Jas. 
3:10). 


Il. It Should Be an EMPOW- 
ERED Ministry! 

How futile, foolish and fatal it 
is to try to serve God without 
His power! Our Lord indicated 
how futile it was when He said, 
“‘Abide in me, and-I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in 
me. I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, 
and I in him, the same bringeth 


forth much fruit: for without me} 


ye can do nothing” (John 15:4, 5). 
A. J. Gordon wisely wrote: 


“Our generation is rapidly losing its grip 
upon the supernatural; and as a conse- 
quence the pulpit is rapidly dropping to 
the level of the platform. And this decline 
is due, we believe, more than anything 
else, to an ignoring of the Holy Spirit as 
the supreme inspirer of preaching. We wish 
to see a great orator in the pulpit, for- 
getting that the least expounder of the 
Word, when filled with the Holy Ghost, is 
greater than he . The true preacher 
does not simply use the Spirit; he is 
used by the Spirit.” 


Why do you think that Charles 
G. Finney carried men with him 
to various places for revival cam- 
paigns just to pray? Modern evan- 
gelistic teams take talented sing- 
ers, organists, pianists, song lead- 
ers and what-have-you; Finney 
took men to go aside and fall on 
their faces in intercessory plead- 
ing while he preached. Why? Sim- 
ply because he was thoroughly 
convinced, as were the old-timers 
who sang lustily the words of 
George Atkins: 


Brethren, we have met to worship, 
And adore the Lord our God; 
Will you pray with all your power, 
While we try to preach the 
Word? 
ALL IS VAIN UNLESS THE 
SPIRIT 
OF THE HOLY ONE COMES 
DOWN; 
Brethren, pray, and holy manna 
Will be showered all around. 


Yes, it is vain and futile to ex- 
pect lasting results from any 
ministry but an anointed ministry. 
Our Lord’s instruction was—“But 
ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come wpon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
... (Acts 1:8). There will be no 
power apart from obedience to 
the command of Ephesians 5:18— 
“And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

Again, it would be foolish as 
well as futile to attempt His serv- 
ice apart from His power, Our 
Lovd said to the doubting dis- 
ciples who were Emmaus-bound, 


i\free to “them that obey him” 
(Acts 5:32). 

I remember hearing Dr. Rice 
tell on several occasions an ex- 
perience he had in a ‘Texas pas- 
torate. God was marvelously bless- 
ing his work in Shamrock and they 
began a building program. For 
one thing, they dug out a tre- 
mendous basement and poured big 
concrete walls with steel rein- 
forcement throughout. 

Later they learned that they 
had failed to put in a door out of 
the basement at a very strategic, 
necessary spot and they began the 
tedious, tasteless task of cutting a 
door through that reinforced con- 
crete wall several inches thick. 

For days he worked with ham- 
mer and chisel until his hands 
were a solid mass of blisters and 
his shoulders, arms and back ached 
'until it seemed they would drop 
off. Finally, after what seemed 
like months, they managed to get 
| the door chiseled out and went on 
| with the building. 


A few weeks later he went to 
Fort Worth for a fellowship meet- 
|\ing of preachers and outside his 
room he heard the awfullest racket 
he'd ever listened to in his life! 
Going out to investigate he found 
a street-wrecking crew really tear- 
ing up the concrete pavement. 

One ‘colored man had a pointed 
looking thing in his hand and all 
of a sudden he pressed down with 
it and “R-r-r-rrrrr! 
|R-r-r-rrrr!” Before Dr. 
| startled eyes he watched that air- 
compressed jack-hammer cut out 
a long strip of that thick concrete 
in minutes. 


He said, “And to think I spent 
days of toil, sweat and pain cutting 
through that concrete at the 
church when with one of those 
| things I could have done it in a 
few minutes!” It was the differ- 
ence between having power and 
| being without it! 
| It is no different in Christian 
| service. The man with power—real 
| Holy Spirit power from-on high— 
|can accomplish more for God in 
|a day than an ordinary preacher 
|can in several months. The Holy 
| Spirit is the air-compressed jack- 
|hammer that can cut to ribbons 
the stoniest heart, Oh, to be filled 


to His plain commands! Are you 
trying to do a job for God without 
God's power? 

Again, not only is it futile and 


foolish to work without power, it | 


is fatal as well! It will be fatal to 
your own ministry! You will soon 
dry up, be barren, fall into first 
discouragement and then probably 
into open sin! No man can stay 
fresh, sweet and close to his Lord 
who does not have daily, fresh 
anointing from God. The thou- 
sands who have become discourag- 
ed and quit the ministry did so 
Only because they were trying, 
Sincerely no doubt, to do a work 
for God without the power of 
God upon them, The hundreds of 
our number in the clergy who have 
fallen into sin and shamed the 
cause of Christ did so because 
they were trying to work without 
power! 

But it will not only be fatal in 
your own life if you seek to serve 
without an enduement from above, 
it will be fatal in the lives of 
those you fail to reach for Christ 
because your ministry and person- 


with the Holy Spirit in obedience | 


'“Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out 
'from thence, touch no unclean 
'thing; go ye out of the midst of 
‘her; be ye clean, that bear the 
'vessels of the Lord.” None but the 
pure in heart will see God (Matt. 
5:8) and holiness is still the re- 
quirement for beholding Him 
(Heb. 12:14). 


Faris D. Whitesell well said, 
“The preacher must be a good ser- 
mon before he can preach as he 
ought.” He could have said just 
'as truly, and it isiimplied in what 
he did say, “The preacher must 
be a good sermon before he will 
have any power from God to be a 
power with men!” Holiness is es- 
sential to fullness; never forget it! 

Willingness to yield to God’s 
| will—regardless, is another essen- 
| tial! The blunt term for describing 
jit is “complete obedience!” There 
,are to be no “ifs” or “buts” in 
‘an empowered ministry. How often 
| we hear folks say that they will 
'go anywhere and do anything “but 
_,. Not so with the man who re- 
ceives God’s anointing. 

Remember that Acts 5:32 tells 
us, “And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 


Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
to them that obey him,” Even as 
in the days of Saul, “Hath the 
Lord as great delight in burnt- 
offerings and sacrifices, as in obey- 
ing the voice of the Lord? Behold, 
to obey is better than sacrifice, 
and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. For rebellion is as the sin 
of witchcraft, and stubbornness 
is as iniquity and idolatry” (I 
Sam. 15:22, 23). 

God will not bless or empower 
the rebellious, disobedient man 
who stubbornly refuses to do the 
will of God. Can you say with 
Paul, “So, as much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach...” (Rom. 
1:15) wherever and whenever God 
wants me? 

Praying for power is another 
vital essential for fullness which 
we must mention if you are to get 
the most out of your ministry. 
Did not the Saviour teach us, “If 
ye then, being. evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children: 
how much more shall your hea- 
venly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him?” (Luke 
11:13). Here, surely, is another ap- 
plication of the accusation in 
James 4:2, “. . . yet ye have not, 
because ye ask not!” Brethren, let 
us ask our Heavenly Father to fill 
us with His Holy Spirit for the 
ministry He has commissioned us 
to perform, Surely He will not 
deny such a request when honest- 
ly asked! 

Will you let God have His way 
in your life and service? Will you 
truly “let go and let God have 
His wonderful way’? Let. us 
prayerfully sing with Paul Rader, 


We are gathered for Thy blessing, 
We will wait upon our God;
